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PROCEEDINGS 

AT THE ANNUAL MEETINCx. 
18 48. 



The tenth Annual Meeting of The American Art-Union was 
held in the Broadway Tabernacle, in the City of New- York, on 
Friday evening, the 22d day of December, 1848. The chair was 
taken at 6 o'clock by Prosper M. Wexmoee, Esq., President of 
the Institution. 

In calling the meeting to order, Mr. Wetmore spoke as follows : 

Members op the Art-Union : — 

Another anniversary of our Institution has arrived. It brings 
abundant cause for congratulation on our present prosperity, and 
new grounds of encouragement for future exertions. 

The acorn which almost by stealth we planted ten years since, | 
has become an oak. Under its wide-spreading branches, Art re- ; 
poses itself in grateful security, sheltered from many of the storms \ 
which often frown upon genius and talent. 

Wliat a change has been wrought in the space of a few short 
years, in the prospects and hopes of American artists ! a change 
effected principally by your generous support of the principles of 
the Art-Union. How fortunate that a simple and just idea should 
find in this busy world of discord and interest, so many philanthro- 
pic minds to adopt, to strengthen and to sustain it. In pursuing 
this idea, you have rewarded talent, cheered the industrious, excited 
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the ambitious, and i-ecognized even the efforts of the modest stu- 
dent, who has timidly offered you his first essay. There are 
pleasures more stirring, more clamorous, but few more satisfactory 
than those which spring from the consciousness of having sustained 
the votaries of Art, in their career of refined study and their devo- 
tion to the beautiful, the natural, the true. 

No country was ever truly great without Art. None ever can 
be. The sculptures of classic Greece survive her political renown. 
Her marbles touch our hearts, while her leagues, her codes and 
her battles, cease to interest us. There is an appeal from age to 
age in these trophies of Art, to which there is ever a response of 
feeling and sympathy and admiration. We sometimes applaud the 
reputed wisdom of Athenian and Spartan law-givers, but after all, 
they have not the universal homage which has been, and will be 
forever given to the " statue that enchants the world." 

The most favorable opinions which exist in regard to the Eternal 
City are formed at the base of those noble arches and that vast 
Coliseum, which remain to tell us who was the mistress of the 
world. Holland, land of the DeWitts, owes her warmest memo- 
ries to her faithful painters. Italy, whose power has departed in 
the wreck of nations, still shines forth with splendor as the land of 
Raphael, and Correggio, and Guido. England, mighty in renown, 
in literature and arms, turns to the glories of her canvas to prove 
her moral greatness and her social refinement. 

In the progress of events, our own country must take her share 
of the renown which follows Art; and nobly is she pursuing her 
destiny. Perhaps there is no nation in the world which displays a 
more decided taste for music and ijainting than our own. It is a 
part and parcel of our very nature. It is everywhere seen and 
felt among us. The true difficulty in developing this taste, has 
hitherto been in the want of active patronage, proportioned to the 
talent which has sought it. Private fortunes in this country, how- 
ever large or honorably acquired, scarce last a generation. Our 
laws rigidly oppose accumulation, or lines of descent marked by 
accumulation. They remit much of the encouragement that be- 
longs to genius, in seeking the happiness of those not so fortunate 
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as to possess it. Hence, association is the great means by which 
chiefly we can hope to promote the cause of Art. Our noblest 
buildings are the work of the public. Our finest churches the 
offerings of combined piety. Our largest galleries of pictures must 
eventually belong to associated wealth. In the meantime, Art 
exists, and will exist. It needs to fill its lamp, or it must work in 
darkness. 

The Art-Union is founded on a knowledge of these principles, 
and it works successfully and beneficially by remedying the defici- 
ency of extensive individual patronage. At the smallest possible 
charge to each of you, it accumulates a noble fund for the encour- 
agement of Art. It provides a spacious gallery, adorns it with 
works of genius, and opens it alike to all. From month to month 
its walls are hung with the finest productions of the American 
easel, where all the varied features of our inimitable scenery, of 
our strongly contrasted manners, of our yoiing history, are con- 
stantly exhibited. Thousands are made happy in the pleasing con- 
templation; thousands behold, for the first time, a new world of 
thought opened to their view, and are drawn, for a time, from the 
anxious and wearisome toils of life to meditations soothing and 
jjleasant to the human mind. 

And all this acts upon the artist with tenfold power. What ' 
deep emotions must sometimes be felt in that hitherto cheerless ; 
studio, when the patient worker for the first time knows that his 
favorite creation has found patrons and admirers, and is soon to be 
exhibited to an enlightened public ; that his toil has not been unre- 
quited ; that his delicate imaginings are all to be felt and appreci- 
ated ; that the eye of cultivated taste is to rest upon his work with 
pleasure, the lip of beauty is to speak its praise, it is to live forever 
in the annals of Ai't, and his country will one day glory in his name. 

What a hope is this to animate the heart of genius! It is a living 
light, brightening the pathway of fame. It springs from your 
active generosity ; for, until this Institution was warmed into life 
by your bounty, no mart existed among us, where the easel could 
contend with the loom or the anvil. That point is gained. The 
artists of our country now know that their pictures wUl find pur- 
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chasers. The dread of their youth — unappreciated effort — unre- 
quited toil: — exists no longer. No American artist, of even 
moderate ability, can henceforth say, my labor is for naught. No ! 
Let the votary of the Divine Art mingle his colors brightly and 
boldly, stretch his canvas, and record his thoughts. Here, in this 
assemblage, in the proceedings of tliis night, he may find convinc- 
ing testimony that he shall toil no more in vain. 

But the duties before us, forbid that I should longer detain you ; 
yet I should be unfaithful to the trust confided to me if, in surren- 
dering it into your hands, I failed to express my sense of the great 
obligation the Institution is under to its executive ofiicers. The 
labors devolving on them are far more onerous and perplexing than 
is generally known ; and these labors have been performed with a 
zeal, intelligence, and fidelity, rarely equaled, and, I will venture 
to say, never surpassed. The annual report of the Committee of 
Management will bear testimony to the admirable manner in which 
the difficult duties of Treasurer and Corresponding Secretary have 
been gratuitously discharged by these ofiicers. It is due to the 
able and excellent Chairman of the Executive Committee, Mr. 
Benedict, that this public acknowledgment should be made of tlie 
signal benefits which the Institution has derived from his constant, 
devoted, and disinterested attention to its interests. 

Our annual task is done. The labor, the anxietj^, the responsi- 
bilities of the year, are over and forgotten. The past is not all 
devoid of grateful recollections; the future is bright with the 
promises of hope. 



Frederick A. Coe, Esq., from the Committee of Management, 
then read the Annual Report, as follows : 

The Constitution of the American Art-Union requires the 
Committee of Management, at the Annual Meeting, " to make a 
Report of their proceedings during the year." In accordance with 
this requisition, the following Report is respectfully submitted. 

It is with high emotions of pleasure that the Committee are now. 
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on this its Tenth Anniversary, enabled again to announce the tri- 
umphant success of the American Art-Union. Notwithstanding 
the unprecedented increase of members during the year 1847, the 
results of that now drawing to a close have been still more satis- 
factory, and guarantee, beyond all reasonable peradventure, the 
permanent approbation and support of the public. This Association 
has vindicated its claim to its name. Never local or provincial in its 
character, it has proved (what it was ever designed) to be national 
in its hold upon the affections and confidence of the community. 
Ten years only have passed away since the foundation of this 
temple "sacred to art" was laid; and altliough begun in an unpro- 
pitious period — a period of deep commercial distress — it has arisen 
a structure alike glorious to its founders, and to the land that sus- 
tains it. 

We, this evening, number on our books sixteen thousand four 
hundred and seventy-five subscriptions, being an increase over that 
of last year of six thousand eight hundred and nine, and it may 
without hesitation be asserted, that this number would have been 
increased some thousands, had your Committee deemed a larger 
number desirable, and had they, as heretofore, continued to re- 
ceive subscriptions up to the hour of distribution. Impelled, how- 
ever, by a sense of good faith towards those who had earlier 
become members, and who had thus evinced 'that their love of Art 
did not begin and end with this evening's vicissitudes, and satisfied, 
from experience, that any further increase would greatly embarrass 
prompt and proper action in closing the transactions of the present, 
and in the efficient commencement of the duties of the ensuing 
year, your Committee resolved to close the books on the 15th of 
December, one week before the annual meeting, at which time the 
2)resent number was secured. Only a few days previous notice of 
the time of closing the books could necessarily be announced, for it 
could not be foreseen whether, or when, the exigency would arise 
that would render this duty incumbent, befoi'e the distribution ; nor 
was it esteemed that those who habitually delay the enrollment of 
their names to the last moment were entitled to much, if any, ad- 
monitory notice. The Committee claim for the Art-Union far 
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nobler objects than the mere allotments of chance, and by no act 
or sufferance of theirs do they intend to encourage a contrary 
opinion, derogatory to themselves, their labors and motives. In 
their view it was therefore deemed advisable, for the best and per- 
manent interests of the Institution, to suspend the further admission 
of members whenever the money to be thereafter received could 
not be judiciously expended, and had not performed its fair share 
in sustainmg the previous operations of the year. Such, without 
doubt, will be their future rule of action. 

In. tliis connection, the Committee cannot forbear alluding to the 
serious difficvdties which this delay in the subscriptions has created 
in the management of the Institution, to the manifest injury of the 
members themselves, as well as to the constant anxieties and in- 
creased labors of the Committee. Our gallery cannot be opened 
without paintings and works of art ; and if these are to be first 
obtained with which to adom its walls, it must be either with funds 
realized upon the personal responsibility of the Committee, or upon a 
credit which forbids advantageous contracts, or just selections. For 
months the Committee are enfeebled in their energies by the uncer- 
tainty of the future, and their plans delayed and disarranged, if not 
altogether destroyed. "When at length relieved from this pressure of 
responsibility and fear, by the tumultuous rush of subscribers at the 
close of the year, the Committee are then denied time for the exercise 
of a proper discrimination. If, therefore, injudicious purchases are 
made, to the members themselves is due a portion of the reproach. 
On the first of July last, the number of members was but seven 
hundred and sixty-one, producing less than four thousand dollars ; 
being far below that at the corresponding period of the antecedent 
year ; while there were upon the walls of our galler}^, and the 
property of the Association, works of art exceeding in value, by 
twenty thousand dollars, the amount of the income then received. 
Your Committee do not deprecate these unnecessary difficulties and 
pecuniary responsibilities, because of any unwillingness on their 
part to fearlessly meet, and remove them. They claim that the 
great and indeed only object of the American Art-Union is by as- 
sociated interest and action, to enlarge and ennoble the sphere of 
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intellectual enjo}Tnent, without distinction of class or clime. Hence 
its admitted advantages should not be thus circumscribed within the 
limits of a few weeks, or this evening's awards be the sole end and 
aim of its members. 

But this procrastination was not the only embarrassment under 
which your Committee labored during the first months of the year. 
It will be remembered, that in order to mitigate as far as possible 
the disappointment arising from the compulsory relinquishment of 
the engraving of " Columbus in Chams," it was determined, in the 
year 1846 to give to the subscribers of the year 1847 two engrav- 
ings ; one in line, and one in mezzotint. At the time of this resolve, 
the number of members was less than three thousand, and not the 
most sanguine of the Committee could have anticipated that when 
these engravings should be delivered, ten thousand of each would 
be required. The plates were completed in ample season to have 
supplied the then expected number of members, but for this unex- 
ampled increase no provision had been made. Excessive care 
and much time in the process of pi-inting the mezzotint engravings, 
and frequent retoucliings of both plates, were requisite. Other 
concurrent difficulties also arose connected with the engravings, 
from which human foresight could not have escaped, increasing this 
unfortunate delay, and consequently giving rise to dissatisfaction. 
The Committee were therefore compelled to contract for the print- 
ing of the engravings by night, as well as by day, at increased 
expense, in order to satisfy the calls of the members. The result 
justified this then- action, for, in the short space of five months, 
were printed and delivered, throughout this extended empire, to 
every subscriber, with but a few accidental exceptions, more than 
twenty thousand engravings : an achievement without jirecedent in 
the annals of Art. This extraordinary issue was not attained without 
great soHcitude and jjersonal labor on the part of your Committee. 

The number of the Honorary Secretaries of this Institution has 
been materially enlarged during the year. They now amount to 
three hundred and seventy-six, and most of these officers are efficient | 
agents in the wide dissemination of a knowledge of this Associa- 
tion, and in the extension of its refining influences throughout our 
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land. Where so many have thus merited the ajjprobation of the 
Committee for thou- assiduity, it were difficult here to designate 
names. To their energies and efforts must be attributed a portion 
of our prosperity, although the cares of management have been of 
necessity augmented by this increase in their numbers and efficiency. 
In the death of Charles Burnett, Jr., of Providence, the last 
summer, to whose early and untiring friendship the Institution has 
been greatly indebted, a serious loss has been sustained. 

The Report of the Treasurer will detail the receipts and expen- 
ditures of the Institution for the past year, so far as the same can 
be ascertained, where a portion of the expenditures is not yet 
incurred and can only be estimated. The transactions of one year 
cannot be entirely completed until near the close of the succeeding, 
such is their peculiar nature and diversified extent. It should not 
be expected that the operations of an establishment so complicated 
in its very character as this, and co-extensive with the remotest 
sections of tliis vast confederacy, can be efficiently conducted with- 
out large incidental disbursements, especially in the earlier years 
of its existence. The expense of postage and transportation has 
been this year seriously large, but your Committee do not conceive 
that it can be well diminished. Both the growth of the country 
and the increase of the Institution have unavoidably enhanced 
these items of expenditure. But these causes your Committee are 
not disposed to regret, or to wish the removal of either. Your 
Committee indulge in no perquisites or personal enjoyments at the 
expense of the Institution, and if thus economical, it should be pre- 
sumed that they are ever alive to the frugal management of its 
financial concerns. The accounts of the Treasurer, in their minu- 
tia3, evince on the part of that officer, not only unusual qualifications 
requisite for that trust, but a love of Art and of this Association far 
beyond his legitimate duties. 

Upon the Corresponding Secretary has devolved a most ex- 
tensive and laborious cori-espondence, not only with the Honorary 
Secretaries, but with isolated members, artists, and strangers, im- 
posing upon that officer the severest mental and bodily toil. He 
has received during the year more than three thousand letters, and 
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fully and suitably replied thereto, with nearly as many answers, not- 
witlistanding the pressure of other avocations. The disinterested 
zeal and ever-active fidelity of that officer demand at the hands 
of this Committee, far more than this public record of their appre- 
ciation of his self-sacrificing efforts ; and in view of the fact that he 
declined the aid of a salaried assistant, and refused to receive any 
pecuniary remuneration for his invaluable services, the Committee 
have resolved, with the sanction of the members this evening, to 
acknowledge their sense of obligation to that officer in a mode more 
befitting and substantial than words. 

In order to remove all causes of complaint, if any ever existed' 
connected with the purchase of "Works of Art for this Institution, the 
Committee have now made it a fundamental law of their action, 
that none of the officers, or those entrusted with the management, 
Shall receive any compensation, commission or gratuity, upon such 
purchase. This duty is one of the most irksome, and least satis- 
factory, of the many that devolve upon them — a duty with numer- 
ous painful accompaniments — without one consolatorj' pleasure — a 
duty, in the performance of which, your Committee often differ as 
widely as their constituents, and receive the most unjust censures 
— a duty which would be most cheerfully resigned, were it not so 
intimately interwoven with the vital success of the Institution. 

The system of distributing the income, and allowing the purchase 
to the prize-holders themselves, after years of careful comparison 
and investigation, is esteemed, by your Committee, not only to be 
liable to many moral objections, but to be utterly incompatible with 
either the permanence or magnitude of the American Art-Union. 
Under the plan already pursued by them, this Association has 
.transcended, in numbers and extent, the past year, that mammoth 
Institution, the London Art-Union, conducted upon the different 
and the rival system, while it has also created and sustained the 
Free Gallery, one of the most attractive ornaments of our commer- 
cial metropolis. 

They who advocate the dispensation of the prize-money to the 
order of the successful member, claim that thereby, the right and the 
pleasure of selection is thus conceded to the fortunate holder of the 
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prize ticket ; a concession, in a country so extensive as tliis, entirely 
worthless to the largest portion of our subscribers, and only to be 
again conceded by them of necessity to others. This scheme, so 
plausible in its seeming liberty of choice, denies a Free Gallery — 
opens a wide door for collusion, litigation and fraud — and exposes 
the young and struggling artist to uncertainty in sale — delay in 
payment — to uneducated caprice — and often to ultimate disappoint- 
ment. It has been admitted, even in London, among the staunchest 
friends of her Art-Union, that such has been the evident results 
and effects of their system. If there, where only it can be success- 
ful, with her ample galleries, such doubts have arisen, it certainly 
does not become the American lover of Art, in our so sparsely 
settled and diversified domain, to imitate, where even transatlantic 
experience begins to question and repudiate. The American Art- 
Union has only arrived at its present eminence, by a constant adap- 
tation of its every change and feature to the peculiar characteristics 
and wants, not of a single city, but of the wliole reinMic — it has 
pursued a course independent alike of alien influences, or home 
dictation. Created for "the greatest good of the greatest number," 
it has been modeled after naught but the demands of the age and 
of the land we love. 

The Committee, after long discussion and much solicitude, as to 
the subject of the engraving for the year 1849, selected "Youth," 
the second of the allegorical series, " The Voyage of Life," by the 
late Thomas Cole. They knew of no other painting withiii their 
control, the engraving of which would secure a more lively general 
interest than the one thus chosen. The difficulty attending the 
selection of proper subjects for engraving, is becoming a serious 
obstacle to the satisfactory progress of the Institution in this depart- 
ment of Art ; but it is one which your Committee hoj^e, ere long, to 
see removed, in the more frequent production, from the easels of our 
eminent artists, of American scenes, of a higher order of talent, 
and possessing historic dignity and truth. The proper completion 
of this engraving has been entrusted to Mr. Smilie, one of the 
most distinguished engravers of landscape ; and it is sincerely be- 
lieved that this work, which is now in progress, when finished in 
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the manner designed, will redound to the credit of this Institution, 
and to the reputation of American Ai-t. An engraving by Smilie, 
in the highest style of his peculiar department, of the largest size, 
of one of the best of the works of the lamented Cole, the Com- 
mittee are induced to think, mil meet the expectations of the most 
fastidious subscriber. 

The Works of Art to be now distributed are to be forwarded to 
their successful proprietors at their own risk and expense. 

The " Voyage of Life" above mentioned, is distributed with the 
express reservation, now distinctly announced, of the right of the 
American Art-Union to engrave any one, or all, of the series ; a 
reservation of wliich the fortunate possessor should not, and now 
forewarned, cannot justly complam. 

This celebrated work was secured for the Art-Union at a price 
far below its intrinsic worth or original cost. With its artistic 
merits all are familiar. It is much the most valuable of any prize 
ever before distributed by this, and it is believed by any similar In- 
stitution, affordmg one of the most attractive features in the offers 
of this year, as well as in our extensive and otherwise beautiful col- 
lection. Upon that voyage, there so truthfully depicted, we all 
have entered, and in the dumb eloquence of some, or one of its 
faithful portraitures, the stern realities of life must find a parallel^ 
In its silent teachings, the character of Art, as a great moral adjunct 
to the preacher, has been firmly established, to the complete dis- 
comfiture of those who charge it with useless results, or immoral 
tendencies. The distinguished author of this work has, within the 
past year, himself finished the voyage,' so vividly foreshadowed in 
this allegory, and hi the haven of rest, now reaps the reward of a 
pure and beneficent Hfe. The increased attractions of this year, by 
the purchase and distribution of this series, it is intended shall in 
no way surpass that of the next, if the trustful rehance and appro- 
bation of the subscribers be at all commensurate with the zeal of 
their officers, and their earnest desire to satisfy the just demands of 
every member. 

From nearly every State have been drawn into our collections 
the choicest efforts of the American pencil, without regard to local- 
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ity, near or remote ; and there are but few artists of merit who 
claim any portion of tliis extended republic as their home, but have 
found the American Art-Union ever their sincere friend and ready 
patron. 

In addition to the medal of last year, commemorative of Allston, 
the Committee have this year caused a second medal to be struck, 
for the purpose of distribution, in honor of Gilbert Stuart, 
and his early and conceded prominence in the history of American 
Art. 

The uses and importance of the Art of Medalurgy, in the opinion 
of the Committee, are not sufficiently appreciated or understood by 
our members. Coeval with the polished nations of antiquity, this 
art has served to perpetuate to posterity the portraits and names 
of their heroes, and the memory of their illustrious deeds, and to 
dispel much of the obscurity of their ancient history. In the tran- 
sit of centuries, the heroic monument wiU crumble, the canvas fade, 
the parchment decay ; but the humble medal, from amid the ashes 
of temples and dust of departed nations, will commemorate to suc- 
ceeding ages all that was glorious in their past history, or worthy 
of emulation and renown. Diminutive, they still are imperishable 
mementos, stimulating those emulous of fame to nobler distinction ; 
and thus become impressive memorials, " not for a day, but for all 
time," of the honorable attainments of " the great and the good." 
In those countries of the Old World where the Liberal Arts are in 
their highest state of cultivation, these testimonials arc greatly 
esteemed for their proofs of historic truth and their intimate con- 
nection with sculpture, architecture, painting and poetry; and 
surely, in our own land, where orders of knighthood and honors of 
heraldry await not those excelling in Art, these tokens of merito- 
rious remembrance should not be regarded as of little worth. Your 
Committee have therefore persevered in their encouragement of 
this Art, and they trust that their course in this respect, and the 
selection of the name before announced, for the medal of this year, 
will meet with the ultimate approval of the subscribers. In simple 
beauty and artistic skill it will bear creditable comparison with 
many of those of foreign design and workmanship ; and has been 
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mucli admired and prized by men of cultivated taste for its sim- 
plicity and bold relief. 

The Committee have resolved to commemorate in a medal for 
the year 1849, the name of Trumbull, whose position in the 
department of historic jiainting is inferior to that of no American 
artist, and whose representations on the canvas, of our country's 
earlier scenes and worthies, still speak so vividly to every patriot 
heart. 

The Committee, in order to favor, as far as consistent with the 
income of the Institution, the members of the present year, have 
caused to be illustrated a popular American story, in a series of 
Outlines, by one of the most competent artists of the day. These 
outlines, together with the story itself, in beautiful letter-press, will 
be delivered to the subscribers, with the confident expectation that 
their merit will be appreciated. 

In addition to the engraving of " Youth," by Smilie, for the 
members of the ensuing year, the Committee will in due season 
announce either similar illustrations of some American poem, or 
some pther meritorious etchings or designs of a like character. 

Early in the year the Committee thought it advisable to trans- 
form their semi-monthly catalogue into a semi-monthly bulletin, 
containing, (besides the matter usual in the catalogues,) a list of the 
names of such as from time to time have subscribed, with their 
numbers. This change has been one of great importance, and 
has accomplished for the Institution unexjiected benefits. While 
proving an economical vehicle of communication with our distant 
subscribei-s, it has served as an important check, guide, and stimu- 
lus. More than eighty thousand copies of the different numbers 
have been issued, a large proportion by mail pre-paid, while they 
have been gratuitously furnished to the members on application. 
Notwithstanding their almost free disposal in the Gallery, nearly 
suflRcient has been there realized from the sale to non-subscribers 
to meet the whole cost of this immense issue. From the success 
thus attained, and the evident advantages foreshadowed by this 
simple publication, your Committee anticipate gradually improving 
the same into a Journal, devoted not only to this Association, 
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but to the Fine Arts generally in tlus country, and which, received 
by every member, will be esteemed a most valuable acquisition to 
our plan, and greatly elevate the taste, and increase the knowledge 
! of every recipient. This anticipation is based, however, upon the 
continued confidence and approval of our constituents — a confi- 
dence that will outlast this evening's expectations — an approval 
that will not expire when " fortune fails to bless." 

The increased charge of artists for their productions, has enlarged 
in a correspondmg ratio the aggregate cost of those now to be 
allotted, but your Committee are of the opinion that their merit, as 
a whole, far exceeds that of any previous year. Of these the 
average price of twelve is five hundred dollars. The highest prize 
ever distributed by the London Art-Union has been the sum of 
twenty-five hundred dollars, while the series of Cole originally 
cost, and is intrinsically worth, the sum of six thousand dollars, but 
was secured by your Committee at a greatly reduced amount. 
Notwithstanding the obstacles that retarded the early progress of 
the American Art-Union, such has been its wonderful success, that 
the number and value of the Works of Art, now to be dispensed 
among its members, surpass in fact as well as in comparison, that 
of any other similar institution in existence. Since its first organ- 
ization, ten years since, it has appropriated in the advancement of 
j Art, more than two hundred thousand dollars, not one-tenth part 
I of which, in all probability, would have been turned into so useful 
a channel, or accomplished such a proportionate amount of good. 
Ifhas within the same period, circulated nearly seventy thousand 
engravings, and other Works of Art, thus calling into being a taste, 
which would otherwise have lain forever dormant, and enkindled a 
love of Art, that the sordid pursuits of life cannot altogether ex- 
tinguish. 

The Gallery of the American Art-Union, since its opening on 
the loth of May last, has been thronged with admiring visitants 
from country and city. It has been estimated, upon reliable cal- 
1 culations, that since that period, up to this evening, more than holf 
a million of observers have within those walls, and from the Works 
of Art there so freely exhibited, drawn from time to time, lessons 
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refining, ennobling, and delightful. Clieerful testimony is here 
borne to the uniform decorum there observed, and to the peculiar 
fact, that notwithstanding this immense concourse of visitors, no 
part of the property there so openly exposed, has been in the least , 
mutilated or abstracted — undeniable evidence of the humanizing 
effect of this exhibition upon the general character of the com- 
munity. Our Free Gallery has thus become one of the most at- 
tractive places of resort in this metropolis of the New "World — 
inviting all, in the true spirit of republican liberality, to enter 
within its portals, and survey at pleasure the conceptions of genius 
there embodied. Had the establishment of this Institution accom- 
plished naught but the maintenance of this Free Gallery, your 
Committee insist, that the beneficent results flowing alone there- 
from, would have more than recompensed the public for the amount 
expended. Without its freedom and convenience of access, thou- 
sands of those who have there been awakened by the eloquence of 
the silent canvas, to nobler aspirations and purer tastes, would have 
been debarred from the benign and imfading impressions there 
implanted. 

The time and thoughts of those entrusted with the manifold 
duties of management, have been so entirely appropriated to the 
advancement of what they have deemed the vital interests of this 
Association, and of true Art, that the occasional assaults of inte- 
rested or uninformed individuals, have received, and will receive, 
from them no notice or reply. To all such, their best and only 
answer and defence is, the unequaled progress of the American 
Art-Union, and its ever-extending influence. Tastes differ, educa- 
tions vary, and criticisms widely disagree ; but variant as all these 
may be, your Committee claim that their labors and motives of 
action have merited the approval of every member, even if such 
approval is not always attained. With unfounded jealousies — with 
selfish rivalries — they cannot tarry or stoop to contend. The vast 
mao-nitude of the trusts reposed in them, as well as the peaceful, 
yet glorious object and results of our combination, do not allow 
either strifes, invidious comparisons, or recriminatory warfai'e. We 
have a work to do, and upon that work is now dependent a large 
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portion of the success of Art, and its genial tendencies throughout 
our land. 

"We seek to establish a National School of Art. Ours is an 
American Association, founded upon American principles, fash- 
ioned by experience after American views, sustained by American 
patronage; and our aim shall ever be to promote the permanent 
and progressive advance of American Art. While learning of 
other climes and other schools, all of good they undoubtedly pos- 
sess, let us not, with a slavish admiration, submit to what of evil is 
too often their accompaniment. Truth, the foundation, ay, the 
very life and essence of Art, can as well be secured, yes, en- 
chained to our soil, as enslaved amid the tottering ruins of an 
antiquated world ; and here she will find, in future ages, together 
with all that ennobles humanity, her more congenial home. 

Any creed in Art, which exacts servile subserviency to the past 
and the remote, or engenders a cold depreciation of the embodi- 
ments of domestic genius, were far more detrimental to the genuine 
and universal cultivation of taste in this country, than even the rude 
and slow creations of its own youthful, but independent experience. 
The unjust contempt which our noblest works ever receive from 
the pen of European criticism, should stimulate us to excel in a 
school of our own fashioning ; one that is not based upon the pow- 
erful yet oiFensive conceptions of antiquity alone, but upon the in- 
creasing refinement of modern taste, commingled with the artistic 
strength of ancient genius. Your Committee cannot unite in con- 
ceding, with the blind worshiper of foreign Art, the transcendent 
merit of any work which is debased to the administration of 
immoral results ; and they are proud to say, that not a p£^inting ex- 
hibited the past year in our Gallery, or now to be distributed 
among our households, and to become the companion of our fire- 
sides, offends the moral sense of the most refined. Were the con- 
trary a necessary concomitant, as often unjustly urged, of these 
collections of paintings, or the creations of sculpture, perish Art — 
perish genius — perish the productions of the chisel and pencil, 
sooner than thus sacrifice upon unhallowed altars, all that radiates 
and elevates in human character. 
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But your Committee will always maintain the kindred intimacy 
and ever increasing connection of true Art, and of all its near and 
remote resulting appeals, with virtuous incentives and holier hopes 
With wings unsullied, " Art points to the skies," — 

" Her path of light 
Blends with the sunny road of moral sight." 

Such have been the labors, and such are the expectations and 
views of your Committee. If what has been accomphshed is 
satisfactory to our constituents, all the reward claimed at their 
hands, is a prompt, cheerful and cordial co-operation with us in 
our future efforts to extend and exalt a cause so benign in its 
effects, and to aid us in rendering our beloved land as truly emi- 
nent in Art, as she has proved herself invincible in Arms.
